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JAPAN. 
YOKOUAMA.

NAGASAKI. ; 

The following items are from the Nagasaki Express :— 

‘The arrivals of men-of-war at this port have been somewhat 
numerous during the week ; the French guuboat Linozs on the 
14th Nov., from Ne-e-gata, and the French ironclad Alma, Cap- 
Pritzbuer, bearing the flag of Admiral Gisolme, on the 17th, the 
latter receiving the customary salute from I1.I.R.M. corvette 
Vetias, on anchoring. Tho same evening H.I.R.M. corvette 
Almaz, with Admiral Fedorofskoy on board, arrived from Vladi- 
wostock, whose flag was also saluted by the Vetvas. III.R.M. 
gunboat Sobol, and the French gunboat Limothe Piquet, are ex- 
pected to arrive at any moment, 

The schooner Samson was successfully launched on the l5th 
Nov. from Messrs. Bell and Taylor’s yard, by whom she had been 
built of the best materials throughout and sheathed with yellow 
metal. She is specially designed to carry a large cargo on a light 
draught of water, her builders’ measurement being 105 tons. 
The builders have sold her, and we believe it is inteuded to run 
her between here and the Takasima coal mines. At the time of 
the launch the Samson was decorated with Mr. Bell’s flags of 
order and the St. George’s ensign. 

A fatal accident, arising from tho capsizing of a boat, which 
resulted in the deaths of three persons and injuries sustained by 
three others, occurred on the 14th to a party of natives who were 
fishing. The bodies have been recovered and buried. 








CHINA. 
TIENTSIN. 

No additional foreign vessels of war have yet arrived fur the 

protection of foreign interests. A few days back there was a re- 

ort in town that Le-hung-chang had fixed to leave here for 
Pautingfoo on the 6th of the Chinese moon (our 18th Nov.), but 
we now learn that owing to his Excellency having some impor- 
tant business to attend to at Tientsin, the former arrangement 
has been altered, and he will stay here sume days longer. 

The thermometer went down to 30 deg. Fahr. last night, and 
it will be lower to-night, as the weather is becoming colder every 
hour with the present north gale. 

Not far from the temple where the Tawang snakes are kept, 
fire burst out last night, and destroyed over thirty houses, besides 
burning to death some three or four people. Many of the suf- 
ferers barely escaped with their lives, not having even time to 
clothe themselves. The fire burnt very rapidly, owing to the 
strong wind blowing.

SHANGHAI. 
Our advices from this port extend to the 23rd Nov. ; there had 


ecn no mail arrival since that of the 29th Sept., but the P. and 
O, mail of Oct. 6 was expected on the 24th Nov. The following 
suutuary of news is from the North China Herald :— 


The ordinary half-yearly mecting of the Union Steam Naviga- 
tion Cormpsex was held on Monday. The accounts made up to 
pon September show . halanna af unappropriated profits of Tls. 
53,325,485. The Report and Accounts were ad; a dividond 


of 12 per cent per annum for the half-year declared ; 5 per cent. 
bonus to contributing shareholders allowed ; and the auditors’ 
fees raised from Tls. 50 to Tls. 100, 

An &. V. C. parade was held on Thursday for presentation of 
prizes won in the last rifle competition, and for drill. There was 
a small muster but a very enjoyable outing. The prizes were 
presented by Mr. John Dent, chairman of the Municipal Council. 

The shooting case which occurred on Oct. 2, through an unfor- 
tunate culmination of a newspaper quarrel between the editors of 
the two French journals, came up for hearing at the French Court 
yesterday. It will be seen that Mr. Lepissier was mulcted in a 
fine of £50, confiscation of the weapon, and Court costs. 

On Tuesday nearly all the Consuls of foreign nations paid 
official visits to Tseng-kwo-Fan, at the Kiangnan Arsenal. The 
first to arrive were the Japanese Consul and Mr. Robert Hart, 
who had their interview with Tseng and left before the next party 
came. Shortly after noon the steam launch of the Austrian 
frigate Funusa was observed coming up the river, and after 
reprated attempts the occupants effected a landing by passing 
over some Chinese boats, and from thence climbing, as best they 
could, up a dirty plank, which feat accomplished, they stood on 
terra firma. The party consisted of the Austrian Consul, the 
British Acting Consul and Vice Consul, and others from the 
same Consulate. When all had got ashore, they moved in 
order towards the building where Tseng was located, followed by 
their sedans and an immense crowd of the unwashed “ braves,” 
In about twenty minutes after entering the Yamen the visitors 
took their leave, to make room for another lot. The latter came 
up river in the U.S.S. J/ouocucy, which anchored opposite the 
arsenal, and as her passengers went over the side into the launch 
a salute wis fired. Amongst those who landed were the United 
States, German and Spanish Consuls, with their interpreters, 
also Captains Kimberly and McCrea, of the Benicia and Monocacy. 
A landing was not effected without difficulty, and when fairly 
ashore the party were in doubt which way to turn, as there 
was no one to receive them. Fortunately they met one of the 
Arsenal forcign officials, who invited them to his house, and 
their arrival was announced. Tseng was, however, not ready to 
reccive them, and they had to wait a considerable time, during 
which they were entertained by Chen. In due time they were 
adinitted into T'seng’s presence ; and shortly afterwards the re- 
presentatives of the Telegraph Company, with an interpreter 
arrived. To-day Tseng repaid the visits m the Settlement. 

We understand that the community of Shanghai have got up 
a subScription for the benefit of the widow of the late officiating 
consul, Mr. John Markham. It isa matter of regret that such 
should have been the result of twenty years’ occupation of distin- 
guished othices in the British Consular service. 

A correspondent of the WV. C. /aily Nes avails himself of the 
presence of Mr. Hart, Inspector General of Customs, in Shanghai, 
to remonstrate against the recently instituted system of passes 
for the re-exportation of forcign goods, which he designates as 
cumbrous and clumsy in the extreme, and urges that, while it 
brings an enormous amount of extra trouble and bother to the 
foreign merchant, it simply relieves the foreign employés of the 
Custom House from a certain supervision which they are paid to 
exercise. He argues that there is no reason why “ passes,” or 
“ship’s names’ should be required at all for foreign goods which 
have once been imported, and therefore have presumably paid 
duty. If they have not done so, the fault must lie with the 
Customs officials, and if they have, their re-export to coast or 
river ports cannot affect the excise in any way. 

The Overland Trade Report says:—Although the immediate 
cause of the tightness in the market for sycee was the necessity 
for sending large sums up the country in view of the settlement 
of the salt tax, it is probable that there will be a recurrence of a 
demand for money among the natives for some months to come, 
and this may probably be felt with some severity at the new year. 
That the withdrawal of the funds sent up country in view of 
the salt monopoly should have produced such severe effects indi- 
cates a general stringency in the market, which no doubt must 
be alleviated by the return of any part of this sycee, but may 
be brought up to a crisis again at any moment by a similar 
contingency. The extensive transactions which have taken place in 
imports, and tho large stocks on hand, must have had the effect 
of locking up @ great deal of capital, and any extra demand 
ppanging up under such circumstances will be certain to raise 
the price of money to a very considerable degree. Unless, 
therefore, large supplies come forward in the meantime, the 
prospects for the China New Year are not encouraging, and it 
may be feared that it will not pass by without some failures. 
There is no doubt sufficient time yet to elapse; but it is diffi- 
cult to see anything likely to arise in the meantime to alter 
the general state of the money market at present existing.

I have been for some time absent on a visit to Japan, and while 
there saw so much to interest an old resident in China that I had 
no time to write. The contrast is remarkable between the stolid 
Chinese and the active and intelligent Japanese. In Japan we 
see railroads, telegraphs, steamers in full career. We sce troops 
drilled, armed, and clothed after the European model, and eves 
fed on beef and beer to make them in all respects alike. We see 
towns with roads, drains, jetties, sea walls, &c., all made and 
maintained by the Japanese without assistance from the foreign 
residents. At Kobe you may remember that the sea wall was en- 
tirely carried away about three months ago during a typhoon. It 
is now rebuilt by the Japanese at their own expense, so that no 
one could tell there ever had been a typhoon there. The town of 
Hiogo or Kobe is laid out with wide roads and elegant substan- 
tial houses, and the railway to Osaka will soon be open. The cit: 
of Osaka is a most interesting place—a large thriving city, wit! 
roads and bridges over its wide river in perfect order. The Mint 
is at full work, and already two or three large and commodious 
mansions, erected for the employés, equal to any in England. The 
whole are situated on the bank of the river, and command a 
beautiful view of the river, plain, and mountain. At Osaka I ob- 
served several dredging machines for deepening the river and bar. 
Nothing of the kind has yet reached China, every river of which is 
filling up and obstructed by bars at their entrances. 


Yokohama is a very pretty town, equal to any of its size in 
England. The private residences on the Bluffs are exactly like 
those about Sydenham, the scenes being very similar and ‘equally 
beautiful. Here again we have a railroad about to be ope ned to 
Yedo, but there is already a good carriage road between Yoko- 
hama and Yedo—twenty-four miles—and coaches running daily ; 
such a convenience as this is unknown in China. The roads and 
avenues of trees at Yedo approaching the Temple of Sheba are 
equal to anything in Kensington Gardens. The temples in Japan 
are moreover kept in order, as are the roads and houses, not like 
the mandarin-ridden country of China. Another contrast is the 
number of Japanese who travel, and many first-class, by the 
Pacific mail steamers between Nagasaki, Kobe, and Y-do. In the 
steamerOrcgonian there were eighty first-class Japanese passengers 
who conducted themselves with as much propriety as if they had 
been living in Paris or London all their lives. 

On returning to this country what a contrast ; obstruction to 
all improvement, taxes levied on all sides with oppressive exacti- 
tude, not one ea} of which is laid out in public works or in 
any improvement, all embezzled and made away with. An enor- 
mous sum levied on foreign ships and trade without any return. 
A few lighthouses have been put up after thirty years’ waiting. 
The rivers are all obstructed by bars; steamers and ships with 
valuable cargoes kept waiting for days, mail steamers delayed, 
and not a single dredging machine in China up to this hour ; rail- 
roads and telegraphs forbidden, mines not allowed to be opened, 
rivers not allowed to be navigated ; trade hampered and choked 
in every place through squeezes ; and, what is worse than all, the 
restriction of trade to the licensed guilds. 

In the communications from Sir R. Alcock to the British Go- 
vernment, he attributes the disastrous results of trade to the 
Lekim taxes, to the opening of the Yangtsze, to the folly of the 
foreign merchants, and to the local pressure and quasi wars at 
Cantun and elsewhere ; but I can point out, with nearly thirty 
years’ cxperience of China, a more potent cause of the failure of 
foreign merchants than all these put together, viz.—“ the restric- 
tion of trade to the licensed guilds.” Against this, as contrary 
to the letter and spirit of our treaties, our government and mer- 
chants ought to make a most determined stand. In my opinion, 
the restriction of trade is now as great as it was in the time of 
the Hong merchants at Canton, before Sir H. Pottinger ever ap- 
peared in China, in regard to the Treaty of Nankin, now thirty 
years ago. No Chinese can sell tea or silk to a foreign merchant 
at any of the ports, unless he belongs to a guild which is licensed 
by the mandarins, and subject to certain rules and regulations, 
the least of any of which subjects a member to expulsion and 
loss of his business, or to being arrested, tortured, beaten, starved, 
and, if necessary, killed, by order of this guild—any, or all of 
which atrocities are winked at by the mandarins, in consideration 
of the squeezes paid tothem. These guilds regulate the prices 
beforehand of all goods bought or sold, so that they have com- 
plete control of the whole trade, import and export. 

The result of this system can be seen by any one in the en- 
hanced price of exports. Tea and silk are dearer than they were 
twenty years ago, while, by all the rules of open trade, they ought 
to be cheaper, being produced in much larger quantities, at less 
cost. On the other hand, all imported goods are selling at or 
under cost price. All this is owing to the system of guilds, which 
tell to the benefit of the Chinese. Another illustration is in the 








chartering of ships. When Chinese wish to charter foreign ships, , +’ 
which they do every day, you never can get one Chinaman to,” 


outbid another on the same day ; but if a higher freight is offered 
it is only with the sanction of the guild, when a lower sum will 
not be accepted. 

Another question which ought to be agitated is the enormous 
sums paid by ships as tonnage dues. Are the shipowners of Lon- 
don and Liverpool aware that their ships are paying three-shillings 
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a ton every time they enter a Chinese port to a Government 
which will not expend a shilling in improving their harbours, which 
has, after thirty years, not provided a single dredging- machine to 
increase the depth of water on the numerous bars in their rivers ? 
It is a wonder to me that the shipowners have not taken up the 
question long ago; and now, when freights are so low, I should 
commend it to their notice, and recommend them to bring it 
before Parliament and the Government. 


HONG KONG. 

Dates extend to the 29th November. The outward mail, 
French, of 13th Oct. arrived on the 25th Nov. The following 
summary is from the China Mail :— 

Our readers will doubtless be interested to hear of a very gal- 
lant action pele by Mr. John Dodd, at present U. 8. Consul 
at Tamsui, Formosa, on the occasion of the wreck of the French 
barque Adele, which, it will be remembered, took place in a 
typhoon on the 9th August at Kelung. At nine o'clock on the 
evening of the 9th Mr. Dodd swam off to render assist- 
ance to the British schooner Anne, and at 1 a.m. of the 10th 
he swam off to the Adele with a rope, one end of which 
was held by the people on shore. He succeeded, after many 
narrow escapes from being dashed to pieces on the rocks and 
pieces of broken spars, in reaching the ill-fated vessel, whose crew 
were of course delighted to see him. After some persuasion on 
his part, four of the crew were induced to trust themselves 
to the Tope, and reached the shore in safety. Mr. 
Margary, of the Consulate, then swam off with the assist- 
ance of the line, and he and Mr. Dodd took a man with 

a broken leg on shore between them. In about half-an-hour 
all hands, with the exception of two men in the fore part of the 
ship, were rescued ; and as the ship was breaking into two, it was 
diffcult to get at them. Mr. Dodd made an attempt, however, but 
at first was unsuccessful, he being washed overboard bya tremen- 
dous sea and sucked undera lot of wreck. It seemed almost as if he 
must be lost, but after some little time he freed himself from the 
wreck, not until he had been most severely bruised and cut. Mr. 
Dodd, although in this sad plight, succeeded in reaching the ship 
once more, and by daylight of the 10th had saved the whole of 
the crew. Mr. Dodd, of course, suffered for some time from the 
exposure he had been subjected to, having been in the water for 
about eight hours during the night ; but we are glad to hear he 
has now entirely recovered. We understand that the French 
Consul has written to his Government in most (deservedly) 
flattering terms of Mr. Dodd's bravery; and that gentleman 
will, we hope, ‘receive some recognition of his successful and 
humane efforts. 

We are glad to welcome the new steamer Hai Loong as an addi- 
tion to the mercantile steam fleet in these waters. Sheissimply a 
second edition, on a small scale, of the well-known steamer 
Kwangtung, and is intended, we understand, for the Formosan 
trade. It is interesting to mark the gradual but certain inroads 
which steam vessels are now making upon sailing vessels in every 
branch of the sea carrying trade. Hitherto the smaller sail- 
ing vessels have had all their own way in this branch of the 
business, and, if we are to judge from recent reports of the Cus- 
toms’ Commissioner, they might seem likely to continue to rule 
the route. The Hai Loong, however, and similar steamers, which 
we understand are in course of construction, will, we should think, 
prove to be the most powerful competitors to the small sailing 
vessels which have hitherto monopolised this carrying trade. 
Our anticipations are the more likely to be realised from the fact 
that she is owned by well-known merchants largely interested in 
the trade between the island of Formosa and the neighbouring 
Chinese ports. 

From what we have seen of the Hai Loong, and from her satis- 
factory trial trip from Aberdeen to Hong Kong, we should think 
thas she is pre-eminently well adapted for the trade for which she 
has been built. Her outside passage was very creditable in every 
way. From the start to Port Said she was 15days, and from Port 
Said to Singapore, direct, only 254 days ; she made rather a long 
passage from the latter port to Hong Kong, but this was owing to 
& very steady N.E. monsoon. She is well fitted in every way for 
foreign and native passengers ; is commanded by Captain Farlow, 
who is well-known on the fast Coast ; and she is under the orders 
of Messrs. Douglas,tLapraik, and Co. in Hong Kong, and Messrs. 
Elles and Co. in Amoy. As to her construction and machinery, it is 
sufficient to say, that they are the work of the well-known firm of 
Messrs. Hall, Russell, and Co., of the Granite City. 

We regret to learn from Shanghai of the death of Mrs. Bridge- 
man, widow of the late Dr. Bridgeman, author of the well-known 
“Chinese Christomathy,” and long a missionary in this country.

We learn from Canton that the Viceroy of Canton and the 
adjoining province visited the Polo temple, below Whampoa, on 
the 17th. He went down in the Feilong, and her commander 
has of late been honoured more than once in this manner. In 
connection with these trips the question has arisen whether the 
crew of a Chinese gun-boat should be called upon to perform the 
ko-tow, or simply salute after our fashion, in acknowledgment of 
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the gratuity usually bestowed by the high officials when travel- 
ling on these steamers. Some time ago several of the men belong- 
ing to the Hoppo’s cruiser, Peng Chao Hai, refused to ko-tow, and 
their dismissal immediately followed. 

A Canton letter says :—Some little excitement has been 
caused amongst the Chinese by the steps takeu by Messrs. Dent 
and Co.’s trustees in clearing the land belonging to the estate at 
Canton opposite Shamien. They are acting in full accordance 
with their duty to the creditors, but it has been found necessary 
to get the Viceroy to issue a proclamation enforcing the rights of 
the trustees. 

We hear that the Chinese merchants at Shanghai have sub- 
scribed money to aid the sufferers by the Tientsin floods ; and the 
latest accounts from the North announce that they have adver- 
tised for the charter of two steamers to convey rice to Tientsin. 
In Hong Kong, we are sorry to say, there is no movement of the 
kind, though the appeal has been most touchingly put, and has 
been made in various forms. There would seem to be little love 
lost between the Northern and Southern Chinese. 

The Steamer Azof, now on the rocks in Amoy harbour, has 
been sold at auction by the underwriters for the sum of $7,250. 

While thousands of coolies are cast into the holds of coolie- 
ships at Macao, kidnapped, decoyed, or otherwise, a few hun- 
dreds, it is gratifying to note, have the good luck of escaping the 
fate shared by their fellow-countrymen. We learn that 940 
coolies have been placed in the care of the Canton authorities, 
during the month of October, by the emigration officer, to be 
conveyed to their respective districts.

The departure of coolie ships from Macao during the last fort- 
night have been French barque Svlence, with 217 coolies ; Peru- 
vian ship Peru, with 400; and Portuguese ship D. Maria Pia, 
with 329 ; all for Havana. 

The insurance offices which had accepted risk on, or, rather, 
have ere this paid the policies of, the British ship Cinyala (lost 
on the coast of Philippine Islands in August last) will no doubt 
be gratified to learn that a considerable portion of her cargo has 
been saved. According to the inventory prepared by the master 
of the unfortunate vessel, the cargo saved from the wreck con- 
sists of 1,340 cases and bales cassia, 338 rolls matting, 202 cases 
tea, 291 cases fans, 777 cases straw hats, 20 cases cassia buds, and 
210 packages sundries, which are to be sold to the highest bidder 
at Ilo Ilo, on or about the 5th December. It will be remembered 
that the vessel was bound for New York from Whampoa. 

H.M.S. Ocean left Hong Kong for Singapore on the 22nd Nov., 
taking with her Admiral Kellett. Lieutenant Annesley remained 
behind on the Princess Charlotte, it is presumed in reference to 
the collision case in the Supreme Court, in which judgment has 
since been given against the Ocean.

BANGKOK. 

Dates extend to the 27th Nov.; the Fronch mail of Oct. 13 
arrived out Nov. 16. The following items are from the Adver- 
tiser :— 

The rainy season is fairly over. The mornings and evenings are 
cool. The tides are high, and reports from Ayuthia are that the 
inundation in that region has subsided more than twenty inches. 
All say that the yield of the paddy fields is abundant. By lato 
advices from the province of Petch’aburi we learn that the rice 
crop in that province looks splendidly. The present indications 
are that the crop will be the best for many years. 

The new canal from Bangkrok, on the Petch’aburi river, to 
Bangkaboon, has been opened for travel and is a great advantage, 
as it shortens the distance between those places two hours an 
a-half. Last week there were twenty-seven foreign ships in port; 
all these vessels will receive prompt despatch, and the plowing 
proners of the new crop will doubtless be the basis of a bris: 

usiness this year. During the past week fuurteen foreign and 
native vessels have arrived ; their reported tonnage is 4,3U0 tons.

For months the old Siamese ship Walter 
has been lying on the west bank of the river off Wat Lamp’u, 
leaning at about an angle of 45 degrees. Her masts stand in 
her, but are not kept in place by any rope fastenings ; small 
boats are passing by her constantly, day and night, and we ap- 
prehend that some day we may be compelled to report sad events 
from the falling of those masts, or the lurch of the vessel from 
the force of the downward current. 

We learn that Captain John Bush, an English master mariner, 
who has for many years been in the employ of the Siamese Go- 
vernment, bearing the title of Luang Wisut Sak’oradit, has been 
promoted to the rank of Phra Wisut Sak’oradit. The title indi- 
cates the office of the Harbour Master and Master Attendant. In 
popular language thig official is termed the Chowt’a. The new 
title and decoration of honour entitles him hereafter to be desig- 
nated “The Honourable John Bush, Knight of the White Ele- 
phant.” 

The death is announced of Mr. Alfred Nelson, who first came 
to Bangkok in 1865 as a practical engineer, and was for a season 
in the service of Mr. Allen, having in charge the care of the tug 
steamers, the Jack Waters and the Wyckoff (now the JWeazel). 
He set up the machinery of the tug steamer Fuiry. In 1867 aud 
1868 Mr. Nelson and Elder were the proprietors of a foundry at 
Garden Reach. The Siamese Government had secured his services 
to construct and set in operation a Government machine shop and 
foundry, of which he was to be the superintendent. He was ex- 
pected to teach annually a number of natives all the details of 
work to be manufactured at this Government machine shop and 
foundry. The establishment was to be erected on the west bank 
of the river, near the Siamese Temple, Wat Rak’ang. ‘I'he build- 
ings were in course of construction at the time of hisdeath. Mr. 
Nelson’s interment in the foreign cemetery was attended by a 
large number of his countrymen. We also learn that Capt. Meyer, 
of the Siam barque Advance, died at sea, Nov. 14.

all besides the captain on board.

Stock is esti- 
mated at 12,000 chests, all of very common quality. The export of 
Congou to England is 634 millions, against 544 millions, and to America 
1} millions against 4 million at same date last year. Green Tea: We 
have no change to advise. Settlements reported are 28,000 half- 
chests, and 6,090 boxes of Country, and 900 half-chests of Shanghai 
packed Tea. But little has been taken for the Enylish market, rates 
tuling leaving little, if any, chance of profit. Prices paid have been 
Tis, 27 to 33 for Shanzhai packed, Tls. 30 to 88 for medium to fine 
Fychows, Teenkais, and Moyunes, and Tis.

SHANGHAI.—The following is from Messrs, C. J. Skeggs and Co.'s 
Circular :—Since our last issue we have had an unprecedented pressure 
in the money market, brought about by the numerous applications for 
Government salt licences, for which enormous sums have been remitted 
from all the Treaty ports to Yangchow ; so scarce was sycee at one time 
that natives were paying for interest as high as 200 per cent. per annum 
ou short loans; this necessarily caused exchange to advance, and it touched 
during the fortnight 6s. 33d. for Bank paper. Under ordinary circum- 
stances this pressure should have had the effect of lowering the taol price 
of Silk.

THE SINGAPORE RAILWAY. 
(To the Editor of The London and China Telegraph.) 

Sir,—The article in your last issue on the subject of the Sin- 
gapore Railway surprises me, unless I have misconstrued its tenor. 
Ican understand that Singaporeans may dread the construction of 
the railway by the local government, if it is to be carried out in 
the haphazard style which appears to prevail there with respect to 
public works generally ; but the system under which all future rail- 
ways in India are to bo made by Government would doubtless be 
adopted in the Straits, as in other colonies, and, if so, there can 
surely be nothing alarming in the construction by Government of 
such a railway as private enterprise would undertake with a view 
to profit. You have so consistently advocated Governmen:t aid in 
the improvement of Galle harbour and other useful works in Ceylon, 
Brindisi, and elsewhere, I should like to know what peculiar ob- 
jections there can be to the docks already existing at New [lar- 
bour being utilised by means of a short line of railway con- 
structed by Government when in another part of your paper an 
expenditure by Government of £700,000 or £800,000 is recom- 
mended for the formation of a breakwater and docks at Colombo.

“PHILOLOGY” IN THE HONG KONG COUNCIL. 

THERE are not many of the “minor miseries” of life that 
cause more shame or pain than those which result in the 
conviction that our partners or representatives are unable 
to comprehend the responsibility of their duties, or unfitted 
to preserve general respect for the important duties they have 
to fulfil. The sufferings of the educated man who finds 
his wife “ dropping her h’s,” and the pangs of a woman of 
refinement at the gaucheries of a vulgar husband, have been 
set forth—with not too great exaggeration—from the days 
of GotpsmiTH to those of THEopoRE Hoox. We had hoped 
that, with the demise of the last-named wit, the “silver 
fork” school of satire had become no longer necessary ; but 
we are, reluctantly enough, forced to alter our conviction by 
the pernsal of the account, given with cruel fidelity by the 
China Mail, of the proceedings in the Legislative Council 
on the passing of the ordinance for the new Pier and 
Dock Company. Not only was the public time wasted on 
this occasion by the absurd and irrelevant discussion of a 
question of spelling which would be satisfactorily answered 
by any monitor in the Blue Coat School, but the opportunity 
was absolutely seized by several members for no other appa- 
rent purpose than the display of their own ignorance. The 
question was— credat Judeus !—whether the compound word 
“bye-laws ” should be spelled with or without the “e!” The 
Acting Colonial Treasurer was the first to air his pedantry. 
Forgetting the fact that Conman’s “ Lord Loggerhead always 
spelled physician with an f,” this official asked by what 
rule the word “by-laws” (which by-the-way is no word at 
all) should be spelled with an “e.” Unfortunately, instead of 
giving his brother official the plain and simple answer that the 
word was spelled so because that was the right way to spell it, 
the Acting Attorney General—they seem to be all “acting ” 
just now, though not well up in their parta—took the some- 
what offensive position of declaring that “he was sure the hon. 
member had never seen it spelled any other way,” which was 
equivalent to saying that he had never seen or written it at all. 
in this we fear the A.A.G. may have committed himself to 
an untenable position—because he cannot be certain that he 
has seen the A.C.T.’s peculiar way of spelling on every occa- 
sion. But, iu order to increase the imbroglio, and not im- 
probably from malice prepense, Mr. Ryrig here broke into 
the discussion with the inquiry how the word was ordinarily 
spelled as applied to cricket, thus leaving it (satirically 
enough) to be surmised that legislative enactments should 
be spelled on the authority of Lord’s at home, rather than 
that of the Commons of Hong Kong. Of course every 
schoolboy knows that the word “bye,” when used sub- 
stantively as expressing something not directly under 
the first scope of an idea, is always spelled with an 
“e,” to distinguish it from the preposition “by.” Such, 
however, is the state of the Legislative Assembly at 
Hong Kong in the year of grace 1871, that the Colonial 
Secretary absolutely went out for “a ponderous Webster,” 
from which the A.C.T.’s opinion was confirmed, but ap- 
peared still so ridiculous that the spelling in the Ordinance 
was not amended. The debate was closed by the Chiof 
Justice, who seems unable to make up his mind about any- 
thing, and to be never weary of displaying his indecjsion 
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in the most glaring light, describing it as “an interesting 
philological discussion *—what an euphuism for a schoolboy 
looking up a word in a lexicon !—observing that “he knew 
little or nothing of commercial matters,” and adding that 
“the authority of Webster was not beyond dispute.” 

This conversation then dropped, but the proceediugs were 
shortly resumed by the untiring Chief Justice with yet 
another confession more damaging than any he had made 
before. He made the astounding statement that he had 
been acting under an entire misapprehension of his duties, 
the regulations for which, the Colonial Secretary declared, 
had been in force for the last thirty years! Surely no words 
could add to these disclosures of intellectual poverty and 
moral indolence exhibited in the proceedings of the assembly, 
humorously called “Council” in Hong Kong. 


THE SINGAPORE RAILWAY. 

THE remarks in our last issue with refereuce to the con- 
struction by the local government of the railway from the 
town of Singapore to New Harbour have produced a letter 
from a correspondent, to be found in another column. 
We are not to be understood as indicating objections 
to the system which we are aware has now been adopted 
by the Governments of India, Australia, and other colo- 
nies. Works of public utility, like railways, or docks, 
and harbours, so much required for Singapore, Ceylon, 
&c., need substantial aid and encouragement from Govern- 
ment. We certainly had no intention of objecting to the 
principle of lines of railway being constructed under the im- 
mediate superintendence and responsibility of Government, 
whether in Singapore or elsewhere. Whon we said that 
“surely the Straits Settlements cannot shut its eyes to the 
‘fact that it has long ceased to possess the public confidence 
“as regards the expenditure of public money,” and supported 
our view by a reference to the Water-works and other abor- 
tive undertakings in the colony, it was enough to show that 
our criticism applied rather to the modus operandi than to 
the character of the works themselves. It is unquestion- 
able that the proposed railway in Singapore, to connect 
the town with the wharves and docks in New Harbour, 
would be of great public benefit; but what we want to see 
is, that it shall not be or become a local job, and that if 
the construction of the line is to be undertaken by the 
local government, the Singapore public may be guaranteed 
against a further” patronage of the custly incapacity 
from which the Settlement has already suffered so much. 
As a Government measure it is probable that the railway 
would not be confined to facilitating the traffic between 
New Harbour and the town, but might include an ex- 
tension to the Johore territory. ‘The traffic in that direc- 
tion appears to have already sugzested the introduction of 
road steamers—a very unsuitable conveyance, which we have 
already condemned.—but, whatever form it may assume, it is 
surely necessary that the consequences of incompetent 
management in the execution of a work of so much import- 
ance should be guarded against. It is probably no reproach 
to the artillery officer who does the duty of colonial engineer 
in the Straits Settlements that he wauts the practical know- 
ledge requisite for the construction of a line of railway, and 
for hae works engineers from this country ought to be pro- 
vided. 


WE have great pleasure in recording an act of munificent 
liberality, on the part of the Japanese Government, to Mr. 
Epsmunp Moret, which shows how highly the ability and 
zeal of the late Engineer-in-Chief of the Imperial railways 
was appreciated. When Mr. More ’s illness became serious, 
the Japanese Government not only begged him to proceed 
to Yedo, and placed the highest medical advice at his dis- 
posal, but they accompanic:| these offers with a cheque for 
5,000 dollars. With such an instance of kindly feeling and 
liberality before us, it is painful to reflect on the contrast 
which the conduct of the Japanese Government towards our 
countryman presents to that of the two engiuecrs, whose cases 
we lately commented on, when they threw up their engage- 
ments, and obtaiued heavy verdicts against the same Go- 
vernment, for reasons which were by no means satisfactory 
to us, as being not likely to increass the confidence of 
the Japanese in English employés, or to maintain the per- 
sonal regard so generously evinced towards the late Mr. 
MoREL, 
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Orren as it has of late been our pleasing duty to record 
new instances of the liberality and progressive spirit of the 
Japanese, we do not recollect any occasion when we could 
express more sincere satisfaction than that afforded by the 
despatch of the new expedition from Yokohama. Without 
arrogating to itself the title of, or the ceremony required for, 
an embassy, the proposed tour of some of the highest repre- 
sentatives of “ Young Japan” with the noble object of “stu- 
dying for themselves Western civilisation ” is entitled to no 
less respect, and may in fact be entitled to take higher rank 
from the promise it holds out of results more generally 
beneficial to mankind than any merely diplomatic mission. 
The new expedition, which, as our readers are aware, is 
under the excellent guidance of some of the most advanced 
members of the Japanese Government, will proceed to Eng- 
land via San Francisco and the United States. While call- 
ing attention to this we may add that SamesHima SoBEN 
Musu1, the Chargé d’Affuires in Paris, was presented to the 
French President at the audience on the Ist inst. Japan 
has therefore, by establishing Foreign Ministers in Europe, 
set an example to China which we hope the latter will soon 
follow—especially after the intimation of the French Presi- 
dent to Cuuxa How. 


TuE first Bombay mail was despatched from the General 
Post-office, for Brindisi, via Calais and the Mont Cenis 
Tunnel, on Friday evening, in charge of Captain O’Brien. 
This mail is due at Brindisi at 5 a... on the 8th, and will 
be carried all the way by special trains, by which, however, 
no passengers are allowed. This regulation will occasion 
great inconvenience, and we hope that the P. and O. Com- 
pany will secure arrangements for mail trains to carry pas- 
sengers. ‘The next China mail by this route, as will be seen 
by our Time-Table, is on the 12th. 


Ir would appear from the report of the running-down 
case—the junk Aum-shun-tai v. H.M.S. Ocean—tried in the 
Court at Hong Kong, when the Chief Justice was unable to 
attend to give judgment, that our remarks on the state of the 
Supreme Court and Hong Koug Government offices generally, 
in a recent issue, were not made a day too soon.

THE JAPANESE EXPLORATION OF TITE WEST. 


(NEW YORK TIMBEs. ) 


The telegram relative to Japan seems to indicate the commencement 
of a new era in that most original and intcresting of Asiatic countries. 
We are told that an Embasay of unprecedented rank and importance 
is now on its way to our shores, and that the Mikado fs willing to open 
up the whole country to foreign intercourse, if a united request for that 
concession be made. There is a curious statement, also, to the effect 
that the new Embassy is compused of members of the ruling class, in 
order that persons belonging to that order of society may study for 
themselves Western civilisation, and no longer be dependent on the 
reports of infcriors. 

It is only eighteen years since the American wedge was driven into 
Japan by Commodore Perry, and from that time Mr. Harris, Sir Ru- 
therford Alcock, and Lord Elgin and others have succceded in giving 
several hearty blows to drive it in further, and force an entry fur the 
Anglo-Saxon race into a country whose people really have an extraor- 
dinary amount of qualities in common with us. When we reficct that 
for two hundred years the Japanese had maintaincd utter isolation from 
all the world, except a few Dutch traders, the progress we have made 
with them since 1854 scems most extraordinary. In a commercial 
point of view, there seems some rea-on to doubt whether cominunication 
with Japan will prove so signal a boon ax many at first imagined. There 
is a good deal which Western nations like to have from Japan, but 
Japan appears really to be in want of little from them, and, moreover, 
her artisans are so marvellously skilful, and their tinitative power is so 
surpassing, that in all likelihood any European or American fabric which 
might become popular in that country would probably, ere many 
months were over, be produced at a less cost—for the population is 
dense and labour abundant-—there. Be this, however, as it may, it 

_ must always be a subject of congratulation, and an incident memorable 
in the annals of the latter half of the nineteenth century, that a people 
whose worth and ability excite the interest and admiration of every in- 
telligent foreigner, and whose country is in many respects the most 
curious under the sun, should have been brought into friendly inter- 
course with the rest of mankind. ‘I have been cverywhere,” said a 
blasé traveller, ‘Sand Japan is the only place which didn't disappoint 
me.” Even Sir Charles Coldstream, although he had looked down the 
crater of Vesuvius, and found that “there’s nothiug in it,” must, we 
eel convinced, have given a different verdict anent Japan. 
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CHINESE IMMIGRATION INTO CALIFORNIA. 
(NEW YORK TIMES.) 

Congress undoubtedly has the power to prevent the introduction 
into this country of Coolie or any other species of slavo labour, but it 
has no more right to forbid tho free immigration of Asiatics than of 
Europeans ; and it is contrary to the whole theory of our government, 
and especially to the liberal and impartial principles of the Republican 
party, to make any distinction of race, creed, or colour, in the rights 
and privileges granted tu citizens, or those who desire to become citi- 
zens, of the United States, Americans are certainly not called upon to 
draw any such distinction aguinst the Chinese at the dictation of an-. 
other class of foreigners who havo sought an asylum here. It is well 
known that the chief objection to the Chinese in California comes from 
the Irish population. It was from this clasa that the Demccratic party 
used to draw most of the political capital which it guined by fostering 
the prejudices against the negro. Fleeing to this country, as they 
claimed, to «scape British oppression, the Irish immigrants always made 
haste to join the ranks of the oppressors here. They voted almost to a 
man with the Democratic party during the long years which that party 
championed the cause of negro slavery; and now that slavery is abo- 
lished, we find them in the front rank of the haters and persecutors of 
the Chinese. The Republican party of California made a great mistake 
in trying to secure their votes by catering to their unreasoning and illi- 
beral prejudices. It should have maintained the true ground which 
constitutes the chief glory of the party—equal rights and privileges to 
all. The question of Chinese immigration will settle itself, in the long 
run, if not to the satisfaction of all, at least in accordance with those 
immutable laws which no free Government can afford to contravene or 
attempt to thwart. If,as Governor Haight says in his farewell Mes- 
sage, ‘California may be said to lack nothing but population,” it is 
difficult to see why China, its ncarest foreign neighbour, should not be 
allowed to aid in supplying that lack. Whenever the immigration 
ceases to be advantageous to the State, it will naturally cease for lack 
of encouragement. At avy rate, the American nation, which offers 
iteelf as an asylum for the whole world, cannot be expected to refuse a 
welcome to the Celestial merely because he is distasteful to the Celt. 


THE RIVAL PORTS IN CEYLON. 


The Shipping and Mercantile Gazette, on this subject, 
Says :— 

Galle was originally selected, not for uny merits it possessed, bu 
simply because it was the only one available fur the purpose in the direct 
route. Moorings of the heaviest character have to be provided for the 
large steamers, and since the opening of the Suez Canal tho anchorage 
has been most inconveniently crowded. We have pointed out the 
defects of this dangerous open place on several occasions, but although 
ship after ship is lost there, nothing has been done towards affording 
shelter to shipping, or in protecting the embarkation and disembarkation 
of passengers, mails, and merchandise. The loss of another of the 
Peninsular and Oriental Company’s fine steamers at this exposed locality 
hag attracted notice to the risk run in having to stand off and on Galle, 
and among a nest of submerged rocks; b:it whether the question will 
now receive a practical solution may be very much doubted. 

Colombo is the commercial capital of Ceylon, and the entrances and 
clearanccs of its shipping amount to about 1,500,000 tons annually. 
The mercantile establishments ure mostly centred in Colombo, and, con- 
sequently, the chiof trade of tl island is conducted there. Negombo 
is seventy miles further along the coast, and, therefore, not so well 
situated for the mail services. Colombo is au open roadstead alsv, but 
a trifle sufer than Galle. As a question of local interest, the Govern- 
ment of Ceylon favours the improvement of Colombo, in preference to 
that of au Imperial benefit. The produce of the island is shipped at 
Colombo, and the leading merchants and planters are therefore more 
desirous to see a good haven provided at the chief trading port than to 
spend money in making a sccure harbour as an entrepot for mail steatn- 
ships. This preference given to commerce over that of correspondence 
was the indirect cause of the last proposition—namely, for expeuding 
£350,000 on a breakwater at Galle—being defeated. 

Mr. Townshend's pians and estimates having been published have 
given risc to the old system of local warfare, and the same conflicting 
interests are [likely to defeat the two schemes. It is said, on the one 
hand, that the cutting of a channel through the rocky islets lying be- 
tween Ceylon and the Indian coast would do away altogether with the 
necessity of calling at Galle, and that not ono penny should be spent on 
a port which is likely to be abandoned at no distant date. Tho geo- 
graphical position of Galle, however, poiiits it out as the best for steamers 
plying between Aden, China, and Australia ; besides which, if the fleets 
of long steamers now passing vid Suez were all to go to Culomho, a 
difficulty would soon be experienced in accommodating them. 

At Colombo there is u large sheet of water covering 300 acres, near 
the sca, knowa as the Lotus Lake. This water sorves a double purpose 
—that of coaling the immediate atmosphere, and sluicing the district. 
Mr. Townshend proposes to fill in 200 acres of this lake for tramways 
and approaches, and seawards to build capacious docks, protected by a 
breakwater jutting out from the headland at Custom-house Point. He 
estimates that the cost of constructiug those works would be about 
£750,000. 

We would recommend that the works at Colombo should be cou- 
structed by the Ccylonese Government, by capital raised on the security 
of that possession; and the breakwater at Cialle, by an Imperial 
guarantced loan as the works advance. The Peninsular and Oriental 
Steam Company have sunk capital enough in that wreck spot at 
Galle to huve made a gea wall, and, as an insursuce fund, they 
would, no doubt, consent to the imposition of harbour dues ou the 
compietion of the works. Wecannot, however, disguise from ourselves 
the fact that the work of making a breakwater at Galle would extend 
over many years, for the operations are likely to be seriously interfered 





with during the monsoons.

Foreign Intelligence. 


HOLLAND. 
(FROM OUR OWN CORRESPONDENT.) 


RorrerDaM, Jan. 3. 

The members of the First Chamber have passed in great haste the 
several chapters of the Budget, so that they were enabled to leave the 
Hugue before New Year's-day. The debates were, of course, unin 
teresting. The principal topic of discussion was the question of our 
mission at the Papal Court. The Ultramontanes bad laid all their 
hope upon our Lords, and the addresses of the Bishops and of the laity 
had no other gbject than to urge the Upper House to outvote the 
Bidget for Foreign Affairs as a mark of disapproval that the Second 
Chamber had refused the money to maiotuin the Embassy. The 
Chamber, however, approved of the Budget by 23 ayes against 12 
noes. The position of the Minister Gericke was very difficult. He 
had asked for the credit and advocated the matter in the Lower Houre 
with great ability, and he had now to mix his wine with water, if ne 
did not wish to cause a political crisis. His speech was one of much 
tact, and was, in fact, a model of diplomatic ability from beginning to 
end. Fle stated that the Ministry deplored the vote, but they did not 
think the question to be of 80 much importance as to risk the placing of 
the two Chambers in opposition to each other. While the Govern- 
ment were desirous for a time to maintain the mission, still they 
were not of opinion that it waa necessery that Holland should 
always be represented at the Papal Court. The last hope of the 
Clericals has also faded away—the King has ratified the Budyete. 
The movement of the Catholics has wholly failed, and the que-tion 
now is—What will they do next? The debate upon the Colonial 
Budget, which was most uninteresting, ended in its passing by 32 
against 3 votes The Minister of the Colonial Department declared 
himself to be a promoter of moderate Liberal principles. The princi- 
pal complaints were that foreigners were now admitted uncondi- 
tiovally into Java. The Minister, however, demonstrated that it 
was but a weak policy that Java should be closed to the civilised 
world. He further stated that the coffeo culture would be maintained, 
but on an improved basis. The system of consignments would be given 
up gradually. The Agrarian Law is now a dead letter, and therefore 
the Minister will persevere with his intention to alter the well-known 
decree of his predecessor ; but the period at which this alteration will 
take place was not named by Mr. van Bosse. These and more explana- 
tions were given by the Minister, as he gave them some weeks ago in 
the Second Chamber. 

I am glad to state that the illness of the Premier has not proved fatal, 
as was feared; it is even rumoured that his condition improves from 
day to day, so that he will perhaps be able to resume his duties ina 
short time. A Minister for the War Department has not yet been found, 
and it will indeed be very difficult to find an able person who is inclined 
to accept the portfolio, because the Second Chamber has made it undcr- 
stood that the members are not inclined to throw away any more moncy 
for military purposes. Notwithstanding that Mr. Engelvaart has re- 
signed, his troubles are not yet over. The Parliamentary Commission 
appointed to investigate the unhappy question of the ex-captain Janssen, 
has published a report which is anything but favourable to Messrs. En- 
gelvaart, Gisaer, and Keyzer, whose behaviour is much censured. It 
appears, indeed, that the Minister acted in a most arbitrary and “‘ Prus- 
siau-like”? manner. If the Chamber approves the conclusions of the 
Commission it is pretty certain that Mr. Janssen will be restored to his 
lost honours, 

The Staats Courant published yesterday a Bavarian telegram, stating 
that Mr. Loudon and family had arrived at Butavia, and that he was 
installed as Governor-General on New Year’s-day, The telegrams from 
our East India possessions are coming more and more scanty. When 
there was no direct telegraphic communication with Java the papers 
published every fortnight commercial and shipping news from Batavia. 
But now we do not hear anything by telegraph, except now und then of the 
arrival of a vessel, whose owner is kind enough to give the papers a 
copy of his private despatch. In this way the “ Nederland ” Company 
notified the arrival of the steamer Prins Hendrik, after a quick passage 
of thirty-nine days, at Batavia. The same company’s steamer, Prins 
van Oranje, has arrived in Texel, and she will proceed to Glusgow for 
repairs. The management of the directors of this company, and the 
misfortunes their steamers have met with, are sharply commented on in 
our papers. It is widely rumoured that one of the directors will resign, 
in consequence of the report of the commission on the causes of the fire 
by which the Willem III. was tkstroyed. ‘Ihe shares of the company 
are not much in demand, and the prices are consequently very low, 
The shares of the East India Railway have, on the contrary, much im- 
proved, and they close at 51 per cent., that is about 6 per cent. higher 
than aweek ago. The revsons for this favourable chango are not 
precisely known; perhaps the project, which the Minister of the Co- 
lonial Department laid before the members of Parliament, to provide 
Java with a railway net, have brought these bonds into 80 mnch favour. 

According to an official communication, published by the Staats 
Courant, the mails for and from East India will be forwarded via France 
and Ituly, and not any more through Germany. ‘I'he despatch of the 
mails will take place on the evening of cvery Thursday, and from Rot- 
terdam on the morning of every Friday. Up to this moment they have 
been despatched oa Saturday morning. Perhaps some further altera- 
tions will soon be made, as the railway communication between Moer- 
dyk and Dordrecht was o)ened yesterday, by which our communica- 
tious with Belgium and Fiance are materially facilitated. 

According to the Opmerker Mr. C. J. van Doorn, engineer of the 
Amsterdam Canal Company, hes been engaged by the Japanese Go- 
vernment as engineer in chief, He will leave Holland early next month, 

The King has approved the appointment of Mr. O. Sielcken ag Consul 
at Batavia for Germany. 
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PRODUCE MARKETS. 

As usual the holidays have put a stop to business, and the resumption 
of operations has been as much as possible deferred until after the turu 
of the year. Consequently there has been very little stirring in the Pro- 
duce market during the week, but u healthy tone prevails for most lead- 
ing articles, especially for Coffee and Sugar, in which more activity 
would no doubt have been perceptible, despite of the influence on busi- 
ness transactions of the present festive season, but for the rescrvedness 
of holders. Both articles are in good demand, and prices have au 
upward tendency, The new ycar opens upon the whole under favour- 
able circumstances. The peace of Europe seems tu be fairly consoiidated 
for some time to come, and trade and industry are gradually recover- 
ing the serious losses suffered during the late war. Notwith-tanding 
serions apprehensions were entertained some time back in rezard to dis- 
turbances in the money market, to arise from the present financial posi- 
tion of France, the rates of discount have gradually receded of late to 
normal flares, and money remains casy at low quotations. The winter 
seemed in the early part of last month likely to be very severe, but the 
weather has since been unusually mild, and continues so, which encou- 
raves the hope that re-opened navigation will soon permit our trade to 
re-asssume its wonted course, and thrreby relieve the great nuisance 
caused by the insufficioncy of railway conveyance to the interior, as 
well as to Germany and other foreign countries. 

Correr.—Firm, and the late advance well sustained. Good ordi- 
nary Malang sold at 43c., and it is getting difficult to meet sellers at 
this price. The business done from tirst hands embraces—1,000 bags 
Passuroean, ex Rotterdam; 2,000 bags Java, ex Tonia; aud by seeret 
tender by the Netherlands Trading Company 1,55 bags Java, damaged.

Among the changes in commercial firms taking effect with 
the commencement of the year we note the following in connec- 
tion with the China, Japan, and Straits trade :—Mr. Charles 
Freeman retires from the firm of Ashton and Co., Hatton-court, 
Threadneedle-street. Mr. Frederick Bower retires from the firm 
of Bower, Hanbury, and Co., of Shanghai, and Bower and Co., of 
St. Mary Axe, London ; the firm will in future consist of Mr. 
Eybert Iveson in Shanghai, and Thos. Hanbury and Andrew A. 
Rankin in London, where business will be carried on under the 
style of Hanbury and Co. ‘Th2 business of Messrs. Fraser and Co. 
Mincing-lane, will be carried on by Mr. Arthur A. Fraser, Mr. J. 
M. Fraser, the senior partuer, having retired. Mr. John Brough 
Hallam, son of the late Mr. 8. J. Hallam, has become a partner 
in the firm of Arthur Capel andCo, Mr. John Ewart has become 
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a partner in the ‘firm of Ewart, Maccaughey, and Co. Messrs. J. 
C. im Thurn and Oo. have admitted Mr. John Conrad im Thurn, 
jun., into partnership, and Mr. G. W. Speth, who has hitherto 
held the procuration of the firm, retires. 

We are glad to learn by the last mail that the panic in Shanghai, 
announced by telegram about a month since, was not caused by 
speculation in the share market, as was at first reported, but by 
pressure for money on the part of the Chinese contractors, in 
order to enable them to pay in to the Chinese Government the 
necessary deposits on their tenders for the Salt monopoly.

The Alphington, from Algoa Bay, has arrived in London, with 
@ portion of the cargo of the North German barque Alida, 
from Nagasaki. This vessel was loaded in September, 1870, 
when the breaking out of the war caused her to :emain in Na- 
gasaki Harbour until the following May, whens e sailed, and 
fell in with bad weather, which caused her to put into Algoa 
Bay, where she was condemned, part of her cargo being sold 
and part transhipped to the Alphington. The portion by this 
vessel consists of 450 boxes tea, 56 boxes ground nuts, 391 bales 
tobacco, 144 cases cassia, and about 500 packages s ndries. 

The profitable employment which has been found in the con- 
veyance of pilgrims from Singapore to Jeddah by homeward 
bound steamers from China, has induced some shipowners to give 
orders for the construction of large steamers, with three passenger 
decks, specially for this traffic. We need hardly remind them 
that their vessels will have to be brought under the Passenger 
Act, and consequently may not carry so many as they reckon. 

The export of Grey and White Shirtings to Shanghai for De- 
cember was 22,971,615 yards, and to Hong Kong 7,253,371 yards, 
the totals for the year being—Shanghai 404,321,757 yards, and 
Hong Kong 106,892,434. To Shanghai the increase over 1870 is 
about 130 million yards, and 258 millions over 1867. To [long 
Kong the increase is 30 millions and 56 millions respectively, 

Tenders for £500,000 in bills on India were received on the 3rd 
inst. at the Bank of England. The amounts allotted were—to 
Calcutta, £485,800, and to Bombay, £14,200. The minimum 
price was fixed as before at 1s. 11d. on all the Presidencies. 
Tenders at 1s. 11}d. will receive about 11 per cent. ; those above 
in full. Average rate on Calcutta 1s. 11°36d.; and on Bombay 
1s. 11°25d. These results show a further diminutioa in the de- 
mand for remittances to the East. 

The demand for Bar Silver has slightly increased, and the price 
has improved, the quotation being 60§d. to 603d. per oz. standard, 
buyers at the former, sellers at the latter rate. Mexican Dol- 


lars of the old coinage maintain their last price, viz., 5s.Ojd., 


but the new description have receded }d. in value, as there is 
but small demand for them, and are quoted 4s,11d. The Can- 
dia has taken £48,920 to China and the Straits. 

The amount of bullion by the P. and O. Company’s steamer 
Candia, which left Southampton on the 4th inst., was—in gold, to 
Bombay, £5,000—in silver, to Penang, £14,400; to Hong Kong, 
£24,870 ; to Shanghai, £4,650 ; total in gold, £5,000 ; in silver, 
£43,920.

The new year has opened with a greater degree of activity in 
almost all branches and seats of British industry than has ex- 
isted at the same season for many years. The shipbuilding trade 
especially has made remarkable progress. The returns of the past 
year from the yards on the Clyde, the Tyne, the Weir, and the 
Thames, are all exceedingly favourable ; and the effect of the in- 
creased demand on wages is shown by the fact mentioned by 
Mr. W. 8. Lindsay—once a large owner iu the China trade—in a 
letter to the Daily News, that, since several contracts for steamers 
now in progress have been entered into, the market value of 
steamers has risen three pounds per ton. In other words, an 
owner who is fortunate enough to have a steamer of 2,000 tons 
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now building for him can part with his bargain off-hand at a 
profit of £6,000. In sailing ships, a branch which has been of 
course neglected of late years, good employment now prevails ; 
many new vessels are being ordered, and it is only to be hoped 
that the enterprise thus excited may not be overdone, as it has 
too often before. 

In the same letter Mr. W.S. Lindsay reminds us that when 
our shipowners saw that it was vain to seek for any renewal of 
protection they asked that they might be relieved from all special 
restrictions and burdens, and allowed to buy in the cheapest 
markets whatever they required for the construction, equipment, 
and navigation of their ships. The Legislature, with great 
wisdom, instead of buoying them up with false hopes and special 
favours in the shape of subsidies, and so forth, granted their 
request. The consequence has been that American clippers have 
entirely disappeared from the China seas and Indian Ocean 3 and 
iron scrow-steamers, with the English ensign, have taken posses- 
sion of the trade between the two countries which twenty years 
ago was all but monopolised by the famous American liners. In 
1870 the shipping of the United States had declined to 4,150,000 
tons,and thatof the British Empire had increased to 7,150,000 tons. 
Nor does the increase of British ships up to the close of 1870 
appear to have exceeded at any time during that period the 
legitimate demand for them. Even in our own oversea carry- 
ing trade our ships have hardly kept pace with our exports and 
imports. While the value of these increased from £346,000,000 
sterling in 1860 to £503,000,000 in 1870, or at the rate of about 
47 per cent., the shipping of the United Kingdom has only in- 
creased 24 per cent.; but as the half of that increase consists 
of steam vessels, which perform in a given time three times the 
work of sailing vessels, the difference is not so great as appears 
by the Board of Trade returns between the quantity of goods 
transported and our means of transport. We are not merely the 
oversea carriers for our own people, we have become to a far 
greater extent than ever we were the carriers for the world, and 
now we own as many ships asall the world combined. Therefore we 
must consider the wants of other nations as well as our own; and 
when we learn that the ships of the United States have decreased 
by more than one million tons during the last ten years, that 
those of France fall very far short of keeping pace with her com- 
merce, that the tonnage of Holland is now 25 per cent. less than it 
was in 1860, that almost every branch of the carrying tradeis about 
to be conducted by iron screw-stcamers instead of sailing vessels, 
and that we are now not merely the carriers but also the builders 
for other nations—the enormous increase of iron screws during 
the year just closed may be less of a “ mania ” than‘it appears. 





ARTICLES OF IMPORT. 
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TEA. 


The week has again been one of extreme quietude in this market. 
There have been no public sales, and only a very limited amount of 
business has been transacted, the prices paid showing no alteration. 

The following is Messra. A. Capel aud Co.'s annual Cirenlar: —The 
chief feature to notice during the past year is the very greut increase 
in the deliveries, both for home consumption and export, whieh has 
most materially relieved our market, and save importers from heavy 
losses, which would otherwise have resulted from the excessive ship- 
ments during the early months of the season. The market thus 
closes with a bare supply of all good and useful kinds of Conzou, and 
thia in the face of an increase of nearly 27,009,000 Ibs. in imports as 
compared with last year, prices in nearly all instances showiny an 
improvement, the only exception being in Teas of low quality, which 
have been very difficult of sale throughout at gradually declining 
rates. We give the figures for the year as follows :—

The quantity afloat is 36,100,000 Jbs., against 47,500,009 Ibs. last 
year. The market has, on the whole, been stcady, the demand having 
generally been good, whilst the supplics have been, with one exception, 
on a moderate scale, enabling importers to quit their stocks without 
forcing sales. This exception was during the month of August, whin 
about 30,000,000 Ibs. arrived, causing considcrable alarm, and sales 
were pressed, both privately and at public sale, without reserve, he 
losses in some instances being very great. The quantity of the bl.ck 
leaf Congons has generally been considered below that of the previcus 
year, though the finest chops did not come to this market, having 
been taken at Iankow by Russian buyers for direct export to that 
country. The Foochow Teas were certainly better than those of the 
previous year, both in strength and freedom from dust, but they are still 
sadly below the standard of a few years back, and leavo much room 
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for further improvement. Oolongs: Fine Formosa kinds have been 
in demand ; other kinds generally rather difficult of sale. Sou- 
chongs: The quality, with few exceptions, has been below that of pre- 
vious seasons. Flowery Pekoes: Supplies have been larger, but they 
have generally sold well at high prices. Scented Teas: Capers have 
been largely in excess of previous years, but they have all found buyers, 
though at a considerable decline in prices. Orange Pekoes: The scent 
bas hardly been up to previous years, The quantity has been larger. 
Prices have been fairly steady, whilst fine have maintained full prices. 
Canton-made Teas : The Congous have not been equal to those of 
former years, but have sold well at full prices ; the Scented Teas have 
been deficient in scent, and the earlier arrivals of Caper were exces- 
sive in quantity, came to a very bad market, and lost heavily. Orange 
Pekoes being in more moderate supply, though dull of sale, resulted 
better for importers. 

The quality of Green Teas has been scarcely up to last season ; fine 
Teas have met with a steady sale ut full prices, but common to me- 
dium kinds have been only saleable at low irregular pricea through- 
out ; prices for such kinds have also ruled low in the United States. 
The supplies of Japan Tea have especially latterly largely exceeded 
the requirements, and, for all the commoner grades, prices have de- 
clined considerably, and they are now in very limited demand. 


SILK. 


The market continues very firm, importers showing a disposition in 
mauy cases to hold for an advance upon the current quotations. Tsat- 
lee, Nos. 1 and 2 stands at 29s. 6d. to 308. 6d.; No. 8, 28s. 6d. to 
292.; Red Peacock, 25s. 9d.; fair 4 to 44, 253, to 25s. 6d. 

We take the following from Messrs. Kilburn, Kershaw, and Co.’a 
Circular:—The past year must, on the whole, have been one of con- 
siderable success to all engaged in the Silk Trade, especially to Throw- 
sters and Manufacturers, who have been employed in a measure almost 
beyond precedent, and who commence the new year also with their 
hands full of orders. The leading feature of the past year has 
been the steady general demand for China Silk, and its won- 
derful firmness at all moments, for even in the periods of pause 
and dulness which fall at regular intervals on the Silk market, and 
the disastrous etate of affairs in France in the spring of the year, the 
fluctuations in value of China Silk have been really very small, at the 
outside 23, per Ib., the lowest moments being in April and May, 
when everything looked gloomy in Paris, and reports of the European 
crops came favourable, Red Peacocks then declined to 24s. The high- 
est points were in January, when the market opened with the new 
year at 25s. 6d. to 26s. for Red Peacocks ; in August, when the first 
arrivals of new silk sold at 26s. for the same chop; and again at the 
close of the year, when 25s. 9d. was the current quotation. 

The home trade have been steady and large buyers throughout the 
year, but from the Continent demand has been of an unusual character, 
almost nil from France during the spring months, and then giving 
place to sudden inquiry, resulting in shipments of extraordinary 
magnitude, when the imposition of a duty on raw Silk in France 
seemed probable, then again as rapidly subsiding and remain- 
ing flat and dull, with little, if any, improvement ever since. 
From other continental markets the demand has heen regular 
and good; this, in conjunction with home demand, supporting 
the market in dark political moments, and maintaining the 
steady course of prices as we have seen. Canton Silk has been in 
almost as much favour as China, and it is evident that it is seriously 
occupying the attention of many manufacturers who a few years ago 
declined to use it; the Silk is becoming very popular, and the 
deliveries show what an important position it holds as an Asiatic 
Silk; prices have been easy throughout the year, and probably 
from that cause’ it has found its way into new channels of con 
sumption; the prospecta are good, and the closing prices of the 
year, 178. to 22s. 6d. for fair market to extra curio Tsatlee reel, 
and 18s. to 22s. for good to finest Loong Kong, although showing 
an advance of 6d. to 1s. during the month, are still such as render it 
comparatively the cheapest silk offering. Of Japan silk we havea 
very different story to give; it has been fluctuating heavily from time 
to time ; business has generally had to be forced, and the only mo- 
ments of activity have been speculative, when prices seemed to have 
receded so low as to render operations safe and profitable ; unfortu- 
nately, no real consuming demand has stepped in to help this silk, 
and importers have for months been helpless in a stagnant market. 
There is a little better feeling of late and with more business doing, 
prices a good 1s. better during the month, but still low. 

The following is our usual table of statistics, and although figures 
seem by comparison with last year very heavy, yet it must be borne 
in mind that Silk has come forward this season with unusual rapidity, 
owing to the succees of the Suez Canal route, and that during the 
seven months of this year, in which only the residue of the present 
seagon’s Silk can arrive, consumption, if it continue on the scale of 
the past year, will soon begin to tell upon stocks, and every month 
must materially diminish the assortments offering ; altogether the 
new year opens cheerfully for all engaged ia the Silk trade.

Subtracting 
from this total the exports from Jan. 1 to Dec. 18, 4,776,118 lbs., and 
the withdrawals for home consumption during that period, 46,675,971 
Ibs., there remainga total of 17,610,166 lba., representing the stock on 
the last-named date. The receipts from Nov. 18 to Dec. 18 amounted 
to 2,824,544 lbs. ; the withdrawals for home consumption to 2,125,794 
Ibs, ; and the exports to 182,697 lbs.

aid). 
é Gunny Croru.—Stocks of both India and Domestic are held firmly. 
There has been a movement in Borneo, 750 bales having changed hands 
at 94 cents gold, in bond. Native may be quoted 144 cents currency, 
duty paid, aad Borneo 16. Domestic very firm at 15 cents. 

Hemup.— There is nothing doing in Manila, nor, indeed, in any other 
description, manufacturers holding off at this period of the season. 
The market is consequently very dull, but we have no change to note 
in prices, which fur Manila are nominally quoted 13}c. to 13$c., gold. 

Inpico.—The market is very quiet, and we have no business to 
report. 

RESERVED GinceR. —China is quoted $9.50 currency (duty paid). 

RavsBaRB.—The quotation for China is 70c. to 100c. currency (duty 
free). 

Rice.—There is a steady demand, and, owing to light supplies, 
prices show an advancing tendency. Of Rangoon, the sales have been 
1,600 bags, at $6.80 to 7 currency, and 1,500 bags—part to arrive—at 
$3.25 to 3.374 gold. 

Suear.—Market is very dull, and prices generally are one-eighth of 
acent lower. There iz an almost total absence of demand from refiners 
who only purchase to keep their reduced machinery in working order, 
or, perhaps, in some instances to provide for their wants in January 
next. The Trade are scarcely in the market at all. Holders, as arule, 
offer sparingly, and refrain from crowding the market, but the lack of 
buyers tends to dulness, and the decline noticed has been pretty 
generally submitted to. 

Spices.—For whole parcels there is alill little or no inquiry, and we 
hear of no business. Cassia, under an increased supply, is lower, and 
Pepper is not so strong. Other descriptions are unchanged. There 
is a steady moderate demand for jobbing lots, which dealers are 
supplying at $1.42} to 1.45 for Mace, $1 for round lots of Penang 
Nutmegs in cases, and 974c. for casks. China Cassia is quoted 35c., 
Pepper 18c. for small parcels of Sumatra, and 19c. for Singapore, all 
gold. I: is somewhat remarkable that there are few descriptions of 
Spices, especially of those imported from the Eastern Archipelago, 
that can be laid down here and gold at the prices now current, except 
at aloss. This seems to indicate that the trade expect lower prices 
in the primary markets before the active spring business scts in,
